Sofia, 
Bulgaria, Oct. 26—Having 


abandoned hope of obtaining the re- 
lease of Miss Stone, through the Bul- 
garian authorities Mr. Dickinson, the 
United States consul general, as gone 
to Samakoff, 50 miles south of Sofia, In 
the Balkan mountains, near the scene 
of the capture of Miss Stoen by the 
brigands. The headquarters of the 
outlaws are in the vicinity. 


Consul General Dickinson while in 


Samakoff ^ill endeavor to negotiate 
directly with the bandits, and will in- 
form them that the United States is 
prepared to pay $10,000 for the safe de- 
livery 'Of Miss Stone, at a place to be 
agreed upon. Until now Mr. Dickin- 
son as refused to offer a ransom, but 
he is convinced that there is an al- 
ternative, as is well advertised that 
money has been raised to ransom the 
missionary. 


Mr. Dickinson expects the bandits to 


seek him instead of their compelling 
him to seek them. Almost every man 
in the country sympathizes with the 
bandits.

promptly. Samakoff is convenient to 
their hiding place and the headquar- 
ters of the local committee of the Mace 
donian revolutionists, jWb& undoubted- 
ly originated the plot. 


Sofia, Oct. 26.—It is senii-offidally as- 


serted that no indication has yet been 
found of Miss Stone's kidnappers hav- 
ing been in Bulgaria. The Bulgarian 
government is determined lo annihilate 
the band, should it cross the frontier, 
and will deal with the utmoet severity 
with any Bulgarians whose complicity 
in the kidnapping shall be Droved.

MANUFACTURERS REFUSE 


To Grant Operatives In- 
, crease of Ten Per Cent 


Situation at a Stand- 


still Till Tonight 


Fall River, Mass.. Oct. 26—The wage1 


situation is at a standstill today, pend 
ing the action of the textile council on 
the reply of the manufacturers' asso- 
ciation refusing to grant the ten per 
cent increase in wages asked for by 
the operatives. 


The textile council meets at 5 o'clock 


today to consider the letter. 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 26.—A meeting 


of the executive committee of the Manu- 
facturers'"association was held yester- 
day afternoon to flfscugs the request of 
the mill operatives for a 10 percent ad- 
vance iu wages, the session lasting 
nearly four hours. As a result a posi- 
tive refusal to make any advance at 
this time was decided upon, and the 
secretary of the Textile Council was 
formally notified ttf that «fcct. 


Later it was announced that a meet- 


ing of the Tertile Council would be held 
tonight. At the meeting the letter will 
be discussed, bat tbe council will prob- 
ably make no rcco%nielidation, thus 
following out its determfantion to leave 
the matter entirely in the hands of the 
unions. Following the meeting of the 
Textile Coudbil a special general meet- 
ing of the unions will be called for the 
coming week to decide what action shall 
be taten. 


Judging by present indications noth- 


ing csu-avert a strike tai Vail River ex- 
cept the action of the operatives at their 
-meeting- next- week.'lt is not expected 
that they will take any action other than 
that of voting to strike, 
and manu- 


facturers and operatives alike expect 
one of the most impprtant labor struggles 
in tlie history ot the textile industry. 


Says Advance Was Justifiad 


New York, Oct. 26.-Mr. M. C. D. 


Borden is said to, be inviting a strike 
of some 25,000 mill hands at Fall Kiver, 
Mass., but when seen 'regarding the 
charge he emphatically denied harbor- 
ing any such intention. 


"This business," said he, "is not a 


secret 
known only to a few. The 


avenues of success in it are open to all. 
If my competitors cannot grant their 
men their 10 percent increase in salary 
which I have given to mine, it merely 
means one of two things—either they 
are to self sh to share their profits with 
their employes, or they don't know 
their business and have not succeeded 
In making it pay. The increases an- 
nounced in my mills are warranted by 
the conditions which exist in the trade 
—or in my trade if you prefer. I did 
not raise wages with any object such 
ns my competitors ascribe to mey If 
there is a strike the responsibility will 
he theirs, not mine.'' 


Fall River, Mass., Oct. 26.—The New 


York interview with Mr. Borden is 
the topic of discussion among mill men 
here. That be is campaigning against 
them alone has-been proved directly 
within the past 24 hours. Boston par- 
ties have been trying to sell 25,000 
pieces of print cloths for four days at 
8 cents. They have been offered to every 
printer in the country and have nor 
been accepted at the price. Although 
Mr. Borden is supposed to he eager to 
buy all the print cloths in sight, this lot 
of high grade goods has not been bought 
by him even at a 16th of a cent below 
the price he made for goods In this city 
Thursday. The treasurer of a Con- 
necticut mill offered Mr. Borden a lot 
of regulars at 3 cents and was told: 
"Oh, we don't care for your goods, we 
want Fall River goods now." The 
quality of the goods is above question, 
being made by one of the best mauu- 
factnrors jja New.Eeiclanjl.

We began the year with 86 associa- 


tions. During the year the organiza- 
tion at Riverside, R. I., was suspended 
and, two new railroad associations 
were formed. 


The Woburn association has again 


reopened and is in possession of very 
attractive quarters, 


There never was a time when our as 


sociations were so weM provided with 
competent secretaries as- now. Thir- 
teen secretarial vacancies were filled 
| during the year. There are now but 
1 four 
vacancies: 
Chelsea, 
Pittsfiald, 


• Westboro and Franklin. 


The North Adams association has 


purchased a lot adjoining its present 
building on which a gymnasium is be- 
ing erected, to be ready for use in De- 
cember. The lot and building will cost 
$19,000. It is expected that this amount 
will all be forthcoming before the gym 
nasium is completed. 


At the state convention, last year, 


the state committee was instructed to 
retain Mr. Collins in the army work 
for another year. He went to Manila 
iu November on the transport "Bu- 
ford," and as a result -of his work on 
that transport 60 men professed con- 
version. He is now working in Manila 
During August he sent packages con- 
taining games, books, illustrated mag- 
azines and stationary to every com- 
pany, troop and detachment of soldiers 
on the Island of Luzon. 
This meant 


the distribution of 16,000 pieces of read 
dng matter and 'Over 100,000 sheets of 
paper and envelopes. 


In railroad work the new d Apart- 


ments, at the north end of Boston and 
at East Deerfield, will be in operation 
early in November. 
They are being 


thoroughly equipped under the direc- 
tion of the officials of the Boston & 
Maine railroad. The one at Boston is 
to have the old freight building of the 
Fitchburg railroad, which has been re 
modelled at an expense 
of 
$10,000. 


There are to be rest rooms, amuse- 
ment rooms, par'ior, bowling alleys, 
reading room and splendid bathing 
facilities. 
The host and general sec- 


retary wil be A. P. Gillette, rec. sec- 
retary of the railroad department at 
Albany, N. Y. At East Deerfield there 
will be similar attractions to those at 
the Boston branch, excepting the bow- 
ling alleys. E. T. Baker is the gen. sec- 
retary there. There are several other 
points where railroad work may soon 
be established. 


Throughout the country there has 


been an increase during the year from 
15,000 to 19,000 students enrolled in 
Bible study classes. 


The auxiliaries have done their full 


share to make the work successful. 
Their first help is given to the local as- 
sociations and in more than one in- 
stance they have co-operated with the 
state committee in infusing new life 
into struggling organizations. There 
are now 55 auxiliaries with a member- 
ship of 7016 and $22,530 was raised by 
them during the year. More than 2000 
women are serving on committees. The 
presidents of the auxiliaries held their 
annual conference at the state building 
H'.st January and the annual state con- 
ference was hefd at Pittsfield October 
8-10, at which the auxiliary subscribed 
$550 toward state and army work. 


Preston B. Keath of Campello, treas- 


urer, read his report, showing gross re- 
ceipts of $12,172.43; expenditures, $12,- 
066.49; balance on hand, $105.94. 
The 


army account showed a balance of 
$974.32. Of the scholarship fund there 
is in hand $329.09.

Admiral Schley had brought his nar-

' I was sitting abaft on the hatchway, I 
heard a call from the forward bridge 
'Tell the commodore that the fleet is 
coming out.' That was seme time after 
the men had been called to quarters, 
about 9:33 o'clock. The ship at that 
moment was lying with her head in 
toward the land in the direction of .Ca- 
banas, which was a litte cove to the 
westward. I looted over the starboard 
side and saw the enemy coming out of 
the entrance of the harbor. I then 
looked eastward to see the order of tht> 
ships and I saw the Texas apparently 
a point or more abaft the starboard 
beam. My own recollection now, as near 
as I can state it,, is that the ship's head 
was near nor-nor'west. The Texas ap- 
peared to me to be heading on some one 
*f the easterly courses. To the left of 
her was the Iowa, She was eastward 
of the Texas. The Oregon was to the 
eastward of the Iowa. The Indiana was 
eastward of that position 
and the 


Gloucester was ying in under the land. 


"Go Right For Them" 


"The New.. York was out of sight and 


out of signal distance with glasses. I 
looked at tkat in order to determine 
what my position in the action was to 
be. If the <ressel had not been out of 
eight, I should not have made a signal. 
The momenta saw that I went_f orward 
on to a little jplatform I had constructed 
on the bat< le tower as my position In 
the battle i » order to be very close to 
Captain Cook. I had only been there s 


moment or two wbea Captain 
COOK 


Joined me, and he said to me, 'Commo- 
dore, they are coming at us.' 'Well,' 1 
said, 'go ri$ht after then:.' 


"The helm was put apart. The sim> 


was started ahead, firit at perhaps lia!f 
speed; I do not recollect. She took ha- 
way very quickly and when w« headed 
around I said to Captain Cook, 'go 
ahead, full speed,' aud hoist signal to 
clear ship for action. That signal was 
followed by 'close up for close actiou." 
The Brooklyn, as well as the other ves- 
sels of the squadron, charged immedia- 
tely into the entrance, in accordance 
with the original plan of seeking the 
enemy's ships in the entrance or driv- 
ing them ashore. We continued directly 
for the head of the enemy's column, the 
idea uppermost in my mind being that 
if we could arrest them long enough for 
the battleships to close in and knock 
them to pieces that would be our he.-t 
point of attack. 1 suppose from ill? 
time we started we were 10 to 12 miu 
utes in advancing direct to the enemy. 


"The tirsteun, I think, was fired by 


Lieutenant Simpson almost 
directly 


over tho forecastle of the ship. I saw 
the leading ship, which apparently had 
started with the intention of ramming, 
take a turn ahead to the westward, 
leaving a gap between her and the ship 
following, which proved to be the Vis 
caya. We were advancing in the di- 
rection of the Viscaya when she also 
seemed to have given up (he intentio.i 
to ram and turned to the westward, fol- 
lowing the direction 
of the leading 


ship. 
<- 


Dld Not Cross Texas' Bow 


"It then became apparent, as we were 


steering on diametrically 
opposite 


courses, that the original plan had 
failed and that the Spanish fleet in 
order, and apparently at distance, had 
succeeded in passing the battleship 
line. A new feature of the fight be- 
came immediately apparent. Captain 
Cook gnre the order to port helm. I did 
not. I should have done so in a second. 
I saw the ship's head swinging very 
rapidly and I asked him whether his 
helm was hard-aport and he replied that 
it was. I never saw the ship turn more 
rapidly than she did at this time. Her 
turn was absolutely continuous. There 
was no easing of her helm. I never saw 
the starboard side of the Texas at all. 
We were never across her bow. I never 
was at her port side and she never ap- 
proached any position that was within 
600 yards of the Brooklyn. She neve.' 
entered into my head at all as a menace 
or 
danger. We passed completely 


arond the circle. 


"During the turn Mr. Hodgson very 


properly made some allusion to the look- 
out, perhaps for the Texas. I did not 
recall what it was, but there was never 
colloquy -of any character between Mr. 
Hodgson aud myself. That is fiction: 
there was no colloquy. 


A Furious Onslaught 


"Before we turned the leading ship 


was abeam or a Httle abaft the benm, 
and when we turned about she was 
ahead of us; that is, on the starboard 
bow, and all four ships and the forts 
were firing at the same time, and from 
that moment the following 10 or 15 min- 
utes were the most furious part of the 
combat. I remember very distinctly 
seeing, from time to time, the jets of 
water ahead and astern and over and 
short. The roar of the projectiles was 
one of the things that can be heard only 
once in a lifetime and then never for- 
gotten. It appeared at that moment 
that all four of those'ships were at work 
upon the Brooklyn and up to flie mo- 
ment of turning, so far as we could per- 
ceive, there was m.-": the slightest evi-'

'•When we had coinlpetelj turiud 


around on a westerly course I saw <lu 
Oregon breaking: through this cloud e-i- 
velop. I had "hoUted he signal to 'c-lo-;^ 
up' and then 'foHow the flag,' feelirvc 
that a-new disposition was n«fessar.y 
That signal was replied to and I saw it 
repeated. Captain Clarke repeated it 
to the other ships. In a very few mo- 
ments after the Oregon broke through 
the cloud of smoke she was perhaps 
400 or 500 yards distant. These two 
ships, the Brooklyn and the O>'egoa, 
were firing in a manner I had never seen 
before. I never before realized what 
rapid gun fire meant. Both ships were 
at that time a sheet of flame. 


Didn't Forget Boys Below 


"Soon after I saw that the leading 


ihip was evidently battered hard. She 
lagged astern. I saw smoke coming out 
of her ports and out of her hatches aud 
the fact impressed itself upon me that 
the columns were going straight up in 
the air. I said to Captain Cook, 'Wo 
have got one, keep the boys below in- 
formed of all the movements. They 
cannot see and they ought to know' and 
he did so throughout the action. Every 
few moments messages were sent be- 
low to the men that were answered of- 
tentimes wiith cheers which we could 
hear through the ventilators. 


"It appeared to be a very short In- 


terval of time after that that I saw a 
second ship on fire, which proved to be 
the Oquendo. She evidently had suf- 
fered very i severely, and 
started im- 


mediately inshore, leaving the Viscaya 
and the Colon. The Viscaya immedia- 
tely took a leading position on the bow 
and I thought for a little while that she 
would perhaps outfoot ns. The Colon 
worked inshore and the time between 
the dropping out of action of those two 
ships until the Ariscaya turned inshore 
was a. period of perhaps 30 minutes, dur- 
ing which she was abreast of the Brook- 
lyn and the Oregon. „ 
> 


Abou 80 minutes was the length of 


the time from the turning in or the 
wounding of these first two vessels un- • 
til the Viscaya went ashore. She was a 
little forward of the bta.m of 
the 


Brooklyn and I do not think at any time 
over 2300 or 2400 yards away. She was 
in most excellent target range and I 
remember that a marine stationed in the 
top reported that he did not see any of 
the shots of the two ships, the*Brook- 
lyn and the Oregon, hitting the water. 
So I imagine from that they were strik- 
ing the ship. It was on the trip outward 
after the turn. I was very anxious 
about the ranges because I did not want 


the Viscaya and the Colon to get out of 
good fighting range. 


"Ellis, who was an expajt with the 


etadimetre, constantly kept the instru- 
ment on those vessels. In performing 
this magnificent caity he lost his life. 


He was struck abeut 10 feet from 
where I was standing. His brains and 
blood were thrown over a good many 
people and sonae of it reached me. 


"Just before the Viscaya turned to 


run ashore she put the helm astar- 
board, apparently starting out for the 
Brooklyn or tne'Oregei, I don't re- 
member w&ich, an* evidently at that 
moment got a very severe wound, for 
I saw quite an explosion under her bow 
and in a moment afterward she put 
helm hard-aport, turning inshore, smote 
coming from all of her hatches. 


End of the VUe»y» 


"I thought she, was going to capsize, 


she had such a tremendous list to port. 
Just then I saw a shell strike her that 
appeared to me to rake her fore and aft 
and I thought to myself she would sink 
in deep water, so I told the signal officer 
to signal to the Texas to look out for 
her m,»n and to save, but the Texas was 
too far astern to receive the message. 


"Arter'the Viscaya had turned in 


afire, her colors down, the Colon edged 
inshore and appeared to be following 
the contour of the coast, and I thought 
at that time that she was seeking the 
best plactf.6be could find in order to end 
the inattw at once. Prom Assaderos, 
which, behind someltVroiles west of the 
harbor of Santiago, to the point llio 
Tarquino, is perhaps about 30 miles, so 
I said to Captain Cook, 'Cease fire' and 
to make the signal. I also told Captain 
Cook to let his men dome out of the tur- 
rets into the cooler air and get some- 
thing to eat and to-hurry-up his men be- 
low. 
We were pointing at that time 


for Tarquino point, uSfler C^pe Cruz, at 
the point extending to the southward. 
My idea was that in steering that course, 
5f the Colon kept up her course, she 
would be obliged to come out. 1 then 
&aid I would get «p a lot of extra am- 
munition so tuatj'wheu she came out 
into close quarters it would be a ques- 
tion of but a few minutes before we 
knocked her out. ~We continued to ad- 
vance—the Oregon and the Brooklyn. 
I don't think the Oregon was further 
astern than 800 yards. We were prac- 
tically and relatively at the same dis- 
tances. We continued in this position 
until about 12:50, when we realized 
that we were within-range of this vessel 
and we tried the 13-inch and 8-inch guns 
on her. Several of them fell short, hut 
I remembar that one of the Oregon's 
12-inch shots passed entirely over the 
Colon and that one of the 8-inch shots 
of the Brooklyn passed over her also. 
The position of the Colon being directly 
under the fire of the two ships, there was 
no question in the mind of the captain 
of the Colon that it would be fatal. I 
think he did exactly right. A sacri- 
flce of life would have been unnecessary, 
go he fired a gun to the leeward aud 
hauled his flag down and ran in on to 
the bar at 1 Jieimeutb of Rio Tarquino. 


"I signaHfcd at once to cease firing, 


that the enemy had surrendered. We 
hauled up, and iraediately passed into 
position. We were all in fighting rig. 
We arrived in the vicinity of the Colon 
certainly at 1:80. When this surrender 
took place I natur^Jy^elt interested in 
the vessels .that jtege fcllqwing. I was 
then,on thg bridgeliind with glasses I 
saw three vessels astern. I could see 
the masts of two. 1 could see only the 
smoke of the third one. 


Arrival of Sampson 


,"We lowered the boat and Captain 
Cook went aboard. He said to me: 
'Commodore, what are yortr terms of 
surrender?' I said to him: 'Uncondi- 
tional. Those are matters that the 
commander-in-chief must arrange. We 
can only receive an unconditional sur- 
render.' At 2:23 the New York came 
np. I made a signal to her that it was 
a glorious day for our country, and a,s 
soon as I could I went ou beard to pay 
"my respects. In the meantime Captain 
Cook started off to make his report and- 
went on Board the flagship. When he 
returned I took the boat and went on 
b,oard myself. There I reported sub- 
stantially what had occurred, the in- 
cidents and events of the battle, In a 
hurried way." 


After this story of the battle, toJd by 


the senior officer who had participated 
In it, he told of the pursuit of the strange 
vessel, oft how he met tha Vixen and 
was informed that ,she^ was the battle- 
ship Pelayo and of bow, when she was 
ultimately run down, she proved to be 
the Austrian cruiser Maria Teresa, 
which was bound for Santiago to carry 
away neutrals before the city was at- 
tacked by the American forces. 


Eeturning from this chase Admiral 


Schley told of passing the Iowa, when 
he was hailed by Captain Evans, who 
Informed his that Admiral Cervera was 
on board and would like very much to 
see him. Admiral Schley said that he 
then went on board the Iowa, having in 
the meantime directed his men not to 
cheer, because he did not think it would 
be proper to exult over a foe who had 
fought and behaved so gallantly. 


"I found the Spanish admiral greatly 


dejected," said the witness. "I said to 
him I knew he bad lost everything, 
clothing as well as money, and in- 
formed him that my wardrobe as well a-> 
my purse, as far as that would go, were 
at his service." 


Admiral Cervera, the witness said. 


tbanked him for his courtesy, saying 
he had never met a sailor wbo was not 
a gentlemen, but declined the proffer, 
only asking to be allowed to send a dis- 
patch to his government announcing the 
fate of his squadron. "I told him there 
would be no objection to that what- 
iver," said the witness. 


"Apd that," the admiral said, closing 


tis narrative impressively, "ended the 
fcattle of the 3rd of July, 1SD8."

One of the plans which has been sug- 


gested and which may be ad'opted in 
spite of its many objections is that 
of building the exposition grounds and 
buildings 
to represent a model city. 


The objection to this is of course that 
an exposition would contain too many 
large 
buildings and broad avenues 


and water ways to be in proportion lor 
a 
model city and that a model city's 


many tenements and other small build- 
ings 
would find no use in an exposi- 


tion. But as opposed to this are the 
advantages that such a scheme would 
supply 
a magnificent example of the 


world's best efforts to build the ideal 
type of the leading 
characteristic of 


the life of the present and of the 
future. It would be instructive 
as 


few exposition schemes have been. 


As to the promise for the event, the 


St. Louis papers are optimistic in the 
extreme.

COOKING COURSE IN SCHOOLS. 


Good Will Club Will Establish Course 


at Its Own Expense in Cooking: and 
Manual Training—Annual Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the Good Will 


club, held .in Grand Army hall yester- 
day afternoon, was very largely at- 
tended, there being 45 women present. 
It was an enthusiastic and. pleasant 
gathering, and after the transaction of 
business, which was completed short- 
ly before 5 o'clock, the members of the 
club sat down to tea and spent a so- 
cial half-hour. 


The business session 
was -devoted 


mostly to the hearing of reports and 
the transaction of routine business, but 
there was one matter considered which 
is of much importance. The club voted 
unanimously, by a rising vote, to es- 
tablish a course 
of instruction in 


cooking and manual training in the 
public schools of Wil'iamstown at the 
club's expense, and the magnitude of 
the effort can be imagined when it is 
known that the estimated cost of the 
undertaking will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $700 per year. The expense was 
fully considered by the women and the 
vote taken after it had been stated 
that it would be necessary for the club 
to raise an amount to cover it. It was 
also unanimously voted to raise the 
amount outside of the regular work 
which the club is doing at an expense 
of more than half $700. 


The importance of cooking instruc- 


tion for girls was regarded by the 
women as very great andWthere was 
not a dissenting voice to the opinion 
that the proper place for teaching 
cooking is in the public schools. Mrs. 
Leverett W. Mears. chairman ofj. the 
cooking school committee, made a very 
comprehensive report of the accom- 
plishments of the club in the past in 
this line, and stated that the school 
committee had consented to give cook- 
ing instruction a place in the curricu- 
lum if the club would provide for the 
expense and also furnish a course in 
manual training for the boys so that 
the curriculum might be well balanced 
Mrs. Mears report was accepted and 
the above vote taken. 


The object of the club is to provide 


instruction in cooking and 
manual 


training in the schools for one year 
and in this way demonstrate to the 
citizens of the town that they are 
valuable courses. By so doing the club 


in spelling "McLane.V This John lias 
been known to occasionally appropri- 
ate afew of his friend* chickens for 
a pot pie and inasmuch as Thanks- 
giving is approaching it is feared that 
perhaps he has been tempted.

The rails are laid and bolted 
and part of the tamping has been 
done.

done. The principal object is to get 
all the tamping at the Adams end done 
so that the paving with granite blocks 
by a Pittsfield firm may begin Mon- 
day.
